LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Free Public Library: 


The Eighty-second Annual Report of the library will be 
much shorter than usual since the general condition of the 
library has been well covered in the pamphlet recently issued 
on, New Bedford Libraries - “Then.and Now.’ In general 
I would say that the various departments of the library have 
been carried on, as usual, with increasing demands for in- 
formation and opportunity for reading. Although the circu- 
lation is a little less than the peak years—as we find in the 
reports from all over the country—the work in the library 
is increasing in importance, and recognition of the value of 
the collection of books and the service rendered, is apparent. 
It is quite worthy of note that questions on matters which 
the New Bedford Library seems to be one of the few libra- 
ries which can answer, as queries on certain genealogical 
and maritime matters, pour in from various parts of the 
country; from California, Illinois, District of Columbia, 
Pennsylvania, and South Carolina, to mention a few only of 
the sources of the questions which every few days come to 
our library. 


It is gratifying to know that in the eighty-two years the 
library has accumulated a vast material of importance, 


Through the aid furnished by the government agencies— 
the NRA and FERA—the main building and branches have 
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been fenovated by painting the interior. Also the FERA 
has furnished the assistance of girls who have been able to 
arrange a large collection of manuscripts which were pur- — 
chased from the Custom House many years ago, but which 
have never been arranged as the time and means were lacking. 
These girls have made a chronological arrangement in five 
year periods, stretching back over one hundred years. This 
material has already proved itself of value, as items on mari- 
time matters can often be found there and nowhere else. 


Some of the branches are receiving gifts of books which 
are very acceptable. : 


The South Branch is able, by its somewhat larger per- 
sonnel, to have story hours which prove of value. During the 
year, eighty story hours were given; the first half of the year, 
two a week with an average attendance of thirty or forty at 
each session, and the latter half, three a week with a limited 
attendance of twenty-five. The assistants in that branch 
appreciate the work of the police in recovering overdue 
books, and in helping to maintain order in and around the 
’ building. 


During the year the Main Library was able to send a 
collection of books to one of the light-ships, following a 
custom for a number of years. 


In the Art Room there was a notable addition of an 
original painting by Dwight W. Tryon, presented by Oliver 
G. Ricketson of South Dartmouth and Washington. The 
Art Room had an exhibit of William Baylies’ pictures, also 
drawings by Mr. Kenworthy. 


During the year the Art Room and the Juvenile Room 
circulated 55,618 pictures. 


The book collection on December 31, 1934, by actual 
count numbered 195,941. ma 
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During the year there were 7/0 meetings held in the 
library. 


There were the usual Book Talks (thirteen) held on 
Monday afternoons during the winter months.
